-otts Mr. Cumaings asttacked tho unit
rule flercely, and bade Now York keep her
quarrels out of the Convention.

Again, the House had appropristed $5,000 for
improviog the Willametta River, ubove
Portiand, Oregron, and the Booate doubled
that. Fioally came another now item, $10,-
000 for the Coquille River, Oregon, which the
Benate commitice hud lnserted In the House
uill, To crown the porformnance, one of tho
Oregon Seuators found fault with tho new
item of 25,000 for Coos Buy, and demanded
$30,000, which the Sepato yvielded; aod then
ou the very next amendment, which was the
Sonate commiittee's, an increaseof the House
appropriation of 840,000 for Yaquina Bay to
$30,000, bo demnanded an increase of the In-
creaso to $65,000, IHis roquest was accom-
panied with this statement:

The Franchise DIl Rejected by the
Lords.

By the adoption of Lord CAIRNS'S amend-
ment postponing the extension of the fran-
chiso until a redistribution scheme shall bo
armanged, the Peers have rendered it hin-
practicable fur the Grapsroxn Cabinet to
carry out any project of electoral re-
form bofore they have obtained a clear
and peremplory mandate from the
same cobstitucocles that roturoed the
present Houss of Commone, Tho secret of
the rage evinced by the Liberal leaders at
the astute action of the upper Houso lies In
the miscarringe of thelr plan to defer tho
next general election uotil, through the
voters enfranchised by the new law, they
could reckon oo such gains In the Engllsh
counties as would eunble them to sccure
more seats than the Conservatives and Home
Rulers combined.

The shrewdness of the polley advoeatind by
Lord Barassuny and embodied (o the CAmnNs
amendment 13 uadenlable, It would have
been sulcldnl for the Conservutives, who in
recent elections have relicd moinly on tho
countles, to assent to an equalization of the
county with Lhe borough suflrage without at
the snimne time demanding a readjustment of
the whole electoral svstem. It 18 no
lesa evident that the FHouse of
Lords would bhave jeoparded s own
existenco by solting Ita face squarely
ogalnst any furthor extension of the fran-
chise, Asxit is, the Peers have shrunk from
doing anything of the kind. They say to the
Liberals, We do not aitack the principlo of
your mensure, we will even join the House of
Commons In muking It a law, but we Inslst
that this law shall nob beeome operative
until some of the present grotesque and
grievous sopomnlice In represeutstion have
been extingulshed by a redistribution of seats,

Btrong reasous can be givon for Imposing
this condition, and they will seem the mors
plausible because a oonsiderable franction of
the Liberal party took precisely the same
ground during the preliminary dikeusslon of
the present reform bill.  Mr. GLALSTONE,
Indecd, could only avert & schism in the
Ministerinl ranks by pledging himself to
supplement at the earllest posgible mo-
ment the proposed extension of the
franchise by a oomplele reconstruction
of the Intricate and inequitable acheme of
Parliamentary representation. Nor would
tho Howso of Commons bhave allowed Itself
to be cajulmd with & vaguoe promise of that
kind bad the Conservatives in that Chamber
been wiscly gulded., Such o leader as Mr.
DsgarLt would have hnd little trouble in
convinelng not only his own partisans, but a
good many Liberals, that a redistribution s
eval uora urgeutly callod for Lhan an
expanslon of the sufftage, and that & Minls-
try sincorely desirous of offectiog sound im-
provements would not take up the problom
of reform by the wrong end, Nor would he
have serupled, probably, to describe the
pustponement of the far more Important
quostion of vendjustment as an electionoer-
Ing trick devised for the purpose of assisting
the Ministers Lo evade a pupular coudemnn-
tion whieh they had renson to apprahewmd,

That which Blr Brarrokd NOWTHUOTE
folled to do In tho lowar Chamber, Farl
CAIRNS has dono o the House of Lords by
challenglug Mr. GrADSTONE (0 prove the
honesty of his professlous by Immediately
adding to his franchiise bill wrovisions for o
reapportiomment of seats. It §s wo answer
to such achallenge to rave wildly about the
efeteness of the House of Lords, and the
necesslly of woedlog out such no sutiguated
and mischlevous (pstitution, Nelthar will
any vie mistake the voelferous procecdings
of packed meotings for the deliberate utter-
auee of the publie will, Tf the Oubinot really
bolleves Lhnt la contonding that redistyibu-
tiom should be Inseparnble from extenston of
the lravehiso the Copservatives have mis-
takon tho feeling of tho eonntry, It will, of
culirse, resort to the simplo and eone
stitutionnl methed of ellciting tho wishes
of the people.
